WASHINGTON — Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance yesterday went 
out of his way to reiterate America's 
. strong commitment to Israel's 
security as efforts . continue to 
reconvene the Geneva M i dd le East 
peace conference. • 

“X want to emphasise that we are 
committed to the security of Israel, 

. Htid there has never been a moment 
of doubt on this,” he told a State 

Department news conference. . "I 
have seen comment to the press 
which has raised questions about 
this. Therefore, I want to take this 
opportunity to lay this, question once 
and for all. 

“There is no question at all. We 
are committed fully to the security 
of Israel." 

Responding to Tuesday's assertion 
by Senate minority leader Howard 
Baker (R-Tenn.) that the Carter ad- 
ministration was playing “Russian 
roulette" with Israel's security, the 
secretary declared: “Lei me say, we 
are not playing Russian roulette a a 
waa suggested.". 

Vance said that Baker was referr- 
• ing to the October 1 U.S.-Soviet state- 
ment on the Middle East. That state- 
ment was widely criticized here 
because it recognized, for the first 
time, the “legitimate rights" of the 
Palestinians and was seen as rein- 
troducing the Soviets into the Middle 
East negotiating arena. 

“I believe very deeply that that 
(joint- statement) waa a very con- 
structive step, which has helped to 
move us forward toward a Geneva 
conference," Vance said. • 

. Vance stated that the ad- 
ministration and the Arab and 
Israeli states wen atfB trying to 
reconvene the conference In Geneva 
In December — their “target." He 
expressed hope that toe outstanding 
procedural problems standing in the 
way could be overcome. 


The secretary said there were two 
“key questions" — how the composi- 
tion of the "Palestinian element of 
the united Arab delegation" ahmQd 
be formed, and how the working 
groups at the conference should be 
arranged. He confirmed that Presi- 
dent Carter has sent personal 
messages to all the heads of govern- 
ment in Israel and the neighbouring 
Arab states. 

Vance insisted that the U.S. was 
achieving progress through normal 
diplomatic channels in moving 
toward "an organizational 
arrangement" permitting everyone 
to deal with the major problems at 
Geneva. 

American officials yesterday said 
that they would expect to know 
within the next two weeks whether 
the conference can be convened In 
December. They have been receiv- 
ing different reactions, ranging from 
virtual acceptance of the U .8 .-Israel 
“working paper" by Egypt and Jor- 
dan to strong opposition by Syria. Of- 
ficials here are making it clear that 
they will not press Israel to accept 
“major" changes to toe document, 
although they do not rule out toe 
possibility that they might yet came 
back to Israel with a request for 
seme “minor" modifications. 

At the press conference, Vance 
said that any Geneva conference 
should result in Anal peace treaties 
resolving the "geographical 
problems." He said that “all of us 
know quite (dearly what would have 
to come out at the end (of the con- 
ference)." 

Is addition to iheae treaties 
between Israel and the four 
neighbouring Arab states — Egypt, 
Jordan, Syria and Lebanon — Vance 
said Israel would also have to deal 
with the Palestinian question, 
“which Involves the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. And in addition to 
that, you will have to deal with the 
refugee question."

TEL AVIV. — The banks will be clos- 
ed this morning to protest the 
government's new economic 
policies, with the exception of Bank 
Hapoalim in Haifa and the 
northwest, and Sank Leuml in Tel 
Aviv. 

The stock exchange spokesman 
said that it would not open its doors 
either, because “if one or more 
bonks are out on strike" the stock 
market could not function. 

Today la the fourth day of strikes 
sparked by the NEP. The Histadrut 
yesterday urged local unions around 
the country to express their opposi- 
tion to the policy which they believe 
Will strike a blow at the salaried 
worker. 

A number of workers committees 
decided not to strike today — some 
because they want to give the new 
policy "a chance." and some 
because of internal dissension within 
the Histadrut 

i Bank Leumi and Discount Rank 
workers changed their minds twice 
about today's strikes, taking their 
lead from Bank Hapoalim, which is 
owned by a Histadrut holding com- 
pany. The final decision was to strike 
this morning but to work between 4 
and 5.30 p.m. 

However, Bank Hapoalim workers 
In Haifa and the northwest were 
reported to be at odds with their Tel 
Aviv representatives for not con- 
sulting them — and therefore will not 
support the strike. 

Other strikers today will include 
Tel Aviv-Jaffa workers in industry, 
the services, government and 
municipal offices. They will hold a 
protest rally in Klkar M&Ichei 
Yisrael at 11.30 a.m. 

In Rtshon Lesion, about 20,000 


workers in 60 industries and other 
sectors will strike today from 10 a.m. 
They are expected to join the Tel 
Avfv demonstration, as will some 
representatives of Rehovot workers, 
who have also been called out os 
strike. 

Among the Haifa strikers will be 
Civilian employees of the military es- 
tablishment (for two hours), 
employees of the Thuya dairy (for 
four hours) , and firefighters (for 21 
hours). The latter have, however, 
promised to work to case of fires. 
Some strikes will continue tomorrow 
and on Sunday, when municipal 
employees of Haifa will cease work. 

Railway employees in the Tel Aviv 
area will strike from 10 &.m. to noon. 
Two trains have been cancelled as a 
result — the 0.54 from Haifa to Tel 
Aviv and the 10.30 from Tel Aviv to 
Haifa. 

Jewish Agency and World Zionist 
Organization workers will strike on 
Sunday from 11 a.m. 

The Nazareth Labour Council has 
called all workers, merchants, and 
residents out on strike tomorrow. 
Nazareth Elite workers have been 
urged to strike tomorrow too. 

Airport workers at Ben-Gurion Air- 
port voted not to strike today, to view 
of the international repercussions. 
However, the caterers who supply 
outgoing planes with packaged 
meals are striking for at least 24 
hours, starting at midnight last 
night. The 146 workers at the airport 
cargo hangar are also striking, 
releasing only security cargoes, 
drugs and hospital supplies, 
diplomatic mail, and livestock. 

About 5.000 workers in Kiryat 
Shrooia will strike today, 
demonstrating to the town's central

‘ Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin declared last night that 
the Government will not he 
deterred by Hf stadrut-organized 
strikes and demonstrations 
protesting the new economic 
policy. 

Begin spoke at a rally marking the 
tenth anniversary of the Land of 
Israel Movement, which la part of 
the Likud ruling bloc. His statement 
came as the Alignment-controlled 
Histadrut was organizing strikes and 

demonstrations throughout the coun- 
try. 

“In these days we hear discordant 
tones. We also hear threatening 
voices." Begin said at Blnyenei 
Ha'ooma in Jerusalem shortly 
before midnight. 

“This evening I have come to say : 
This Government which waa formed 
on the baaia of the people’s wish will 
not be frightened by threats fr.:n 
without or from within. 

"The Bolshevik-like tones heard 
these days will quickly disappear. 
We shall maintain complete calm." 

“We know that the public at large 
that elected this Government la the 
one that will defend it and maintain 
it." the Prime Minister declared. 


The Government would fulfill its 
obligations toward Eretz Yisrael 
both in the political and security 
areas and in the economic and social 
ones, he promised. 

Earlier Begin rejected predictions 
that Jews would quickly become a 
minority here if Judea and Samaria 
were annexed and the Arabs given 
equal rights. 

Official statistics presented to the 
Government 10 years ago had 
predicted an equal number of Jews 
and Arabs by the nUd-29S0s. Zn 1067 
the Jews accounted for juat under 65 
per cent of the population and the 
Arabs 35.35 per cent. But now the 
Arabs were only 35.40 per cent of the 
population, although Jewish im- 
migration had dropped to 18 , 000 - 
20.000 a year — and 14,000-15,000 
Jews emigrated. 

Other speakers In yesterday's ral- 
ly urged the retention of Israeli con- 
trol over the Sinai peninsula. "Sinai 
is nothing but the southern Negev," 
MK Moahe Shamir asserted. "We 
must unite Eretz Yisrael from the 
peak of the Hermon to the Gulf of 
Suez." Zvi Shlloah declared. 

The hard-line nationalists, who 
joined other factions to form the 
La’am movement, applauded when 
Dr. Yisrael Eldad called for massive 
Jewish settlement throughout Judea 
and Samaria.

Peled: Next war goal to be 
sure Arabs won’t try again

Attorney General Aharon Barak 
said lost night that he- was conduc- 
ting "pre liminar y inquiries" Into 
allegations by the weekly news 
magazine “Ha'olam Hazeh" that 
last Friday's devaluation hod been 
leaked and that some people had 
bought an unusually large volume of 
Nat ad dollars on the stock exchange 
to net big profits. 

Barak said he was not conducting 
an investigation proper, but he had 
asked officials in the Justice

policy. 

The Jerusalem Poet last Friday 
reported from Tel Aviv that “a 
massive demand in excess of fim.

The rush into the invest- 
ment currency could he associated 
with a spate of rumours circulating 
through the financial district concer- 
ning an expected large 
devaluation." 

Barak told The Post be hoped to 
have a clearer picture of what 
happened on the stock exchange 
within about a week.

Americans that Israel's 
strategy in any new war would be to 
I destroy the Egyptian and Syrian ar- 
mies so quickly and completely that 
the Arabs would sot present a 
military threat to Israel for the next 
decade. 

Peled said Israel does not want to 
use military force to attain political 
goals.. The only exceptions in its 
history were capturing Eilat and 
‘ parts of GaMee during the War of 
Independence, he said. 

Peled, who commanded the Air 
Force during the Tom Klppur war, 
made light of the effectiveness of 
anti-aircraft missiles. “The talk of 
fear (of missiles) is out of p roportion 
to their real danger" he claimed. To 
a reporter who mentioned a “missile 
cordon," Peled snapped: “There is 
no such thing." ' 

Peled indicated that only, a fcmgii 
percentage of Israel's aircraft suf- 
fered missile hits. The probality that 
a pilot would be lost In battle today is 


0.8 or- 0.9 per cent compared with a 50 
per cent probality in World War I, he 
stated. 

Peled said Israelis were wrong to 
be dejected because of the Yom Klp- 
pur. War, but “You can’t put the en- 
tire nation into a mental asylum.” 
He reported that the army had ex- 
pected several thousand dead and 
more than twice as many wounded. (Ac- 
cording to a March 1, 1974, report, 
Israel suffered 2,359 dead and 7,066 
wounded.) Peled added that it had

The Bank of Israel has bought up 
the excess foreign currency 
balances that commercial banks 
have absorbed from customers who 
sold their dollars during the first 
three days of the new economic 
policy. 

The Bank moved to prevent a rise 
to the value of the Israel pound, since 
the rise la thought to result from ex- 
aggerated selling of foreign curren- 
cy in tiie first few days of the new 
policy, and because it reduces the 
profitability of export. 

Owing to the Bank's intervention, 
the dollar exchange rate fell by only 
5 agorot yesterday (when the 
“representative" rate was IU5.20) 
— this although customers sold more 
dollars than they bought, and 
although the dollar dropped In the In- 
ternational exchanges. 

Bank of Israel sources believe that 
the present rate' of dollar soles is 
temporary and that trading will 
stabilise within a few days. Then, the 
Bank will stop intervening and will 
even -let the Israel pound slide below 
IL15 per dollar. 

Although Rank officials keep In- 
sisting that it is not "dirtying" the 
flow of the currency, there ore in- 
dications that it Is likely to prevent 
the Israel pound from rising In 
valne, but will do little to stop it from 

fallin g. 

Vehement protests by exporters 
that they will be hurt if the pound ap- 


preciates will reinforce the bank’B 
tendency to let the pound fall, after 
an initial period of stabilization. 

Yesterday, different exchange 
rates were quoted by different 
banks. The margin between buying 
and selling rates, 2 per cent on the 
first day. also narrowed. 

Though the first influx of foreign 
currency has begun, and is being 
converted into Israel pounds, It is too 
early to say whether the trend will 
continue. Other foreign currency 
came Into the system from exporters 
who needed ready cash In Israel 
pounds, and holders of foreign 
deposits In Israel. 

Many Israelis have sold foreign 
exchange — from under their mat- 
tresses — to raise cash for purchases 
of goods or for investments in 
securities. 

The Bank of Israel emphatically 
opposed the demands put forward by 
some exporters to restore the export

After a week of rumours and 
denials about French military 
tion, the defence ministry said 
yesterday that an unspecified 
number of troops had flown to rein- 
force France's military base at 
Oukam.

Informed sources put the number 
of troops at anywhere from 200 to 1,-

of eight French people. Including a 
woman, by Pollsarlo guerrillas, a 
ministry spokesman replied: "I 
would be surprised if the two events 
were not connected."

MOSCOW — Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev yesterday appeared to 
have removed one of the key stumbl- 
ing blocks in nuclear test ban 
negotiations by agreeing to the U.S.

Disappointing grain 
harvest in Bnssia 

MOSCOW (AP). — Soviet President 
Leonid I. Brezhnev announced 
yesterday a disappointing grain 
harvest for 1977 Of 194 million tons — 
the lowest since the 1975 grain dis- 
aster. and 19 million tons below this 
year’s plan. 

The 1977 figures were a sharp drop 
from the 1976 record crop of 223.8 
million tons. The 1975 decade-low 
crop was 140 million tons. 

Brezhnev blamed weather con- 
ditions that were “far from the best 
— not even average."

According to first estimates 
prepared by the Bank of Israel, the 
-Government in the month of October 
just ended absorbed ZLl billion of 
cash from the public — after having 
pumped the same amount Into the 
economy every month for the last six 
months. 

Up to the final third of the month, 
the cash injection had come to about 
IL600m. But the massive purchases 
of Government bonds Immediately 
following the new economic policy 
reversed the trend and absorbed 
large amounts of cash from the 

public. 

The large recent sales of Govern- 
ment bands — a total of HA6b. — 
made a fact of original Treasury es- 
timates on mobilization of savings 
from the public. (The reason the 
cash mop-up for October la es- 
timated at TLiim . appears to be that 
part of the IL2.8b. put in bonds and 
savings schemes was absorbed In 
the first two days of November.) 

There will thus be no deficit in that 
revenue Item, as first predicted 
when sales of Government bonds 
slumped. (The trend up to October 
had indicated a shortfall of ILL 3b.) 

The Bank of Israel has meanwhile 
instructed commercial banka to 
freeze their credits tor the next three 


months. The freeze applies both to 
foreign currency and to loans tn 
Zprael pounds, and each bank will 
have a credit celling which It cannot 
exceed. Under the new directives, 
the banks may not accept new 
deposits earmarked for loans if these 
require the participation of the hank 
itself. 

The credit freeze does not apply to 
advances to the Government, to 
foreign currency loans to foreigners, 
or to special credits approved by the 
central bank. 

The Bank of Israel la moreover 
turning a blind eye to contraventions 
of the freeze by investors — mainly 
Institutional — who go Into debt to 
buy Government bonds. 

Dr. Eliezer Shefer, director 
. general of the central bank, told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that the 
freeze will be on a monthly basis. 

Thus, customers of commercial 
banks may exceed the credit ceilings 
within any given month, provided 
they cancel their debts within four 
weeks. The idea Is to allow for some 

flexibility. 

Early purchase of Government 
.bonds and entry into savings 
schemes, which have become highly 
profitable because these in- 
vestments are expected to rise 
quickly in value, help to mop up cash 
from the public and thus support the 
new economic policy.

TEL AVIV. — The one-day Kupat

Kupat Holim hospitals will not 
take part in a workers* protest strike 
ag ains t the new economic policy, 
and although clinics will not be open, 
emergency clinics will be an duty to 
care for patients' urgent needs. 

However, since the doctors are not 
striking, some clinics may actually 
be open (if the doctors decide to 
come to work and if they have keys). 

Moreover, there appears to be a 
lack of uniformity of response to the 
strike among workers, and some 
may turn up for work. Workers at 
the Kupat Holim physiotherapy 
clinic In Jerusalem, for example, 
have announced that they are not 
striking. 

In Tel Aviv, a District Court judge 
agreed to a petitioner's request and 
ordered the Kupat Holim clinic on 
Rehov Mishmar Hayarden, 
Givatayim, to remain open. '

TEL AVIV. — The Manufacturers 
Association yesterday suspended 
one of Its members, Stef 
Wertheimer, mk, for breaking the 
Industrialists' "solid front" by 
promising employees at his plant a 
10 per cent Increment in their 
November salaries. 

Wertheimer announced earlier in 
the day that he was granting the In- 
crement to workers at his Iscar 
metals plant on account of the ex- 
pected 10 per cent increase In the 
Cost-of-Livlng index. 

Avraham Shavit, president of the 
Manufacturers Association, told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that the 
reason for the suspension was not 
that the association was opposed In 
principle to compensation for the 
drastic Increases In the cost of liv- 
ing. But In the present unsettled 
market conditions In which -large 
numbers of manufacturers will be 
hurt, and may have to choose 
between pay hikes and lay-offs, It 
was essential first to set some 
minimum level of compensation 
which cab be borne by all employers. 

Shavit said the manufacturers are 
now negotiating pay hikes with the 
Hlstadrut on three levels. The first is 
the increase in average wages, 
which all industries are able to bear ; 
the second, branch agreements, 
where pay increases may depend on 


the profitability of each Industry; 
and finally, agreements at the enter- 
prise level, where the individual 
profitability of each firm will deter- 
mine how much it can pay its 
workers. 

Wertheimer's announcement of 
the 10 per cent Increase to his 
workers may have prejudiced these 
negotiations, Shavit said, adding 
that he should have given manufac- 
turers and the Hlstadrut a chance to 
hammer out an agreement. 

According to the economic adviser 
of the Manufacturers Association. 
Tosef Alahelkh, Wertheimer's 
publicized step may cause a 
premature round of wage demands, 
long before a policy la worked out by 
the manufacturers, the Hlstadrut, 
and the government. Alshelkh also 
pointed out that Wertheimer had 
argued in the Knesset only two days 
ago that the new economic policy 
would result in a lower profitability 
of exports. 

Shavit said that Wertheimer could 
only be reinstated to membership 
after he had pleaded his case before 
the association's court of honour. 

Wertheimer said on television last 
night that he had not granted Ids 
employees a pay rise but .oily an in- 
crement on their November salaries 
which would be reviewed next month 
after a decision was taken about 
nation-wide coot of living compensa- 
tion.

— Lebanese workers 
employed in Israel will get a 9 per 
cent wage rise, the cosrt-of-Hving In- 
crement that Israeli workers were 
granted last month.

The number of Lebanese workers, 
men and women, has dropped from 
950 to 650, after the apple picking and 
other seasonal jobs have ended.

A motion for the agenda, propos- 
ing that the school year be fixed in 
accordance with the Jewish, rather 
than the civil, calendar, was 
referred by the Knesset yesterday to 
the Education and Culture Com- 
mittee. . . _ . 

The motion was presented by Rab- 
bi Haim Druckman (National 
Religious Party >. Replying, Educa- 
tion Minister Zevulun Hammer, 
agreed with the Intent of Druckman 
(his colleague in the NRPl. but 
suggested that the motion go to com- 
mittee rather than have It debated 
by the House. Rabbi Druckman 
ftprccd. 

But then Rabbi Menahem Hacohen 
and some other Alignment members 
! called out from their seats that a 
i similar motion, by Geula Cohen, had 
been “burled” in committee during 
the Eighth Knesset. An open discus- 
sion in the plenum would be ‘of 
great educational value.” Rabbi 
Hacohen said. 

Hammer, after standing nonpluss- 
ed for a moment, said he did not ob- 
ject to a plenary discussion if that 
was what the House wished. But 
since he did not withdraw his 
previous motion that the matter go 
to committee, the only motion put to 
a vote was whether the matter 
should go to committee. 

Paradoxically, five of the six 
I Alignment members present voted 
against the motion, not because they 
w'ere opposed to Druekman's object, 
but to express their displeasure that 
the matter would not be debated In 
the plenum. Former Education 
Minister Aharon Yadlin voted with 
i the Coalition. 

Rabbi Druckman, in ■ presenting 
his motion, and Hammer, in his rep- 
ly, were in complete accord on the 


Importance of having the Jewish 
State conducting Its affairs - and 
certainly its educational system — 
according to the structure of the 
Jewish calendar. 

Hammer said that Ms ministry 
would discuss with teachers 
organizations the possibility of open- 
ing the 1978 school year according to 
the Jewish calendar, on the first day 
of Elul. This will fall on September 3. 
only two days after the school year 
generally opens according to the 
civil calendar. 

A practical problem pointed out in 
Interjections by Members Is that of 
calculating teachers’ salaries accor- 
ding to the Jewish calendar, while 
the rest of the economy makes its 
fiscal reckonings according to the 
civil calendar.

Tnuva Dairies in Jerusalem Is now 
operating without a Health Ministry 

P TUgionaJ Health Officer Eliezer 
Kesael, M.D., warned the firm of 
possible punitive action unless work- 
ing conditions and sanitary stan- 
dards are Improved. No closure 
order has been issued, however, 
since such action would deprive 
Jerusalemites of milk and mux 
products. , 

Yitzhak Landes man, managing 
director of the HLstadrut-owned 
dairies, was summoned to a meeting 
in Health Minister Eliezer Shostak'a 
office on Tuesday. Landesman was 
told that production floors are over- 
crowded by excess machinery and 
surplus packaging materials. The 
refrigerators are also overly con- 
gested. with insufficient air cir- 
culating inside. 

Tnuva was requested to Install 
screens on its windows to keep out 
birds "and other pests." 

Ministry Inspectors also found that 
raw milk being brought to the 
Jerusalem plant from farms “does 
not always maintain a high standard 

a fact Influencing the taste and 

quality of (milk) products.” 
Tnuva's executives promised to 
-improve conditions at the plant, 
situated In the Romema 
neighbourhood. 


Some one million tons of Saharan 
dust annually settle over Israel and 
help fertilize the soil, according to 
Hebrew University soil scientist 
Prof. Dan Yaalon. 

Prof. Yaalon prepared a paper on 
deposition of Saharan dust tor this 
week's international conference on 
the meteorology of aeml-aridzon&B 
being held In Tel Aviv under the joint 
sponsorship of the 
Meteorological Society 
American Meteorological Society. 

For the last five years Yaalon has 
conducted research on the composi- 
tion and source of dust reaching the 
eastern Mediterranean. Among Ms 
findings is that approximately 25 
million tons of Saharan dust fall over 
Israel. Lebanon, Syria and the sea 
off the coast of these countries each 
year, mostly during the January- 
Aprll shaxav season.

Yaalon said: "This airborne dust 
is a very significant contribution to 

the soil of Israel. Much of Jtiie 
material in our soil derives from 
dust. It contains various nutrients 
like potash, phosphate and other 
elements. The fertility of the Nile 
Delta and desert oases la an example 
of the beneficial effects of the 
Saharan dust.” 

Yaalon conducted the study with 
one of his former Ph.D. Mudents. 
Dr. Eliezer Ganor, now a Health 
Ministry employee dealing with 
pollution. 

The study included collecting 
samples of dust from “dust traps” — 
one square metre boxes — - placed at 
climatological stations all the way 
from Santa Katarina in southern 
Sinai to Mount Hermon in the north. 
Other samples were collected from 
airplanes during dust storms.

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Millionaire turned loose in Amsterdam 

IL 60 m. Caransa kidnap 
was 'not political’ 


VTNKEVffiEN, Netherlands (UPI). 
— Kidnappers freed Dutch real es- 
tate tycoon Mauri to Caransa early 
yesterday In return for a 10m. 
guilder (2L60m.) ransom. Caransa 
said the kidnappers told him, "we 
only want money. We are not a 
political group." 

The handsome, greying multi- 
millionaire told his story to a news 
conference held at a yacht dub on a 
lake In this village 20km. south of 
Amsterdam, near his luxurious villa. 
The news conference took piece 
barely 12 hours after his four kid- 
nappers turned the 61-year-old Car- 
nasa loose in a working-class district 
of Amsterdam around L30 a.m. 

Caransa said that when a televi- 
sion report watched by the kid- 
nappers spoke of kidnapping 
"organizations," one of them said: 
“We are the biggest organization." 

At an earlier news conference 
Amsterdam police commissioner 
Gerard Toorenaar said Caransa had 
told police that his captors had 
spoken to him In broken English, 
with what he thought was a 
"Mediterranean accent." 

Police said It was the first kidnap- 
ping for. ransom on record in 
Holland. During the five days Caran- 
sa was held handcuffed cm a bed in a 
small room, a spate of anonymous 
phone calls to Dutch newspapers had 
claimed various political motives for 
the kidnapping. But Dutch police 
said they were convinced the pails 
were hoaxes. 

Looking tired, but otherwise In 
good condition, Caransa told 
reporters: "For 120 hou rs I was kept 
Imprisoned In handcuffs fixed to a' 
bedstead in a dark room. It was so 


dark I thought I would go blind. For 
two dayfl they kept me under 
pressure, -negotiating about the ran- 
som. Initially they wanted 40m. 
guilders (lL2S0in.), hut finally they 
accepted 10m. 

Caransa said he had us ed a 
."psychological approach" In 
negotiating his ransom with the kid- 
' nappe rs. When they agreed on the 
10m. guilder figure, he wrote a letter 
to his real estate and hotel company, 
located on the bank of one of Amster- 
dam's canals, asking them to get the 
money ready, he said. 

(Police said they had had no 
knowledge of the ransom 
negotiations until Caransa told them 
after his release.) 

Caransa said he paid the ransom 
out of his own personal fortune, not 
with money from his company. Ask- 
ed why he thought the kidnappers! 
picked' on him, Caransa replied: 
"Today they take rich men. 
Tomorrow they'll be taking less 
wealthy men." (Press reports have 
described Caransa as possibly the 
richest man In Ho lland.) 

Caransa said the only time he was 
scared was at the start of the kidnap- 
ping, when he was beaten up as he 
left a bridge club in central Amster- 
dam around 1.30 a.m. on Friday. 

After the kidnappers drove him to 
a workers' residential area of 
Amsterdam and turned him loose, 
Caransa said he shouted: “I am 
Caransa. I have been released." But 
nobody paid any attention until a 
woman on a motorized bicycle 
-stopped and spoke to him. The 
woman offered to give the 
millionaire a lift to police head- 
quarters on the back of her bike. But 
a taxi came along and took Caransai 
there in more comfortable style. 



‘Put an end’ to Iraq rulers,

DAMASCUS (Reuter).- — Syrian

BEIRUT (AP). A Saudi Arabian 
millionaire has bought a 
"historic treasure" for 814 million to 
use as a tourist attraction on the lux- 
ury liner "France,” off the Florida 
coast.

He said the 814m. deal includes 202 
objects from art collector Henri 
Wildenstein. He said he paid the 
same sum for the France last week.

Mounties in trouble over 
illegal undercover work 


MONTREAL (AP). — Disclosure of 
illegal activities by anti-terrorist 
squads of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police (RCMF) is creating 
a new crisis for Prime Minister 
’ Pierre Elliott Trudeau and his 
Liberal government. 

Allegations are mounting that 
RCMF undercover operations in the 
early 1970a were directed at the Par- 
'll Quebecoia (PQ). labour unions and 
other legal groups as well as 
terrorists. 

Trudeau has denied ordering or 
trying to cover up Illegal police ac- 
tivities and expressed regret far 
them. He said in a weekend televi- 
sion Interview that “we are in a 
world where there Is terrorism and 
blackmail,” and the police are forc- 
ed to -respond to "those who would 
destroy Canada.” 

The federal police's anti-terrorist 
operations were stepped up after the 
"October 1070 crisis ,” when the 
terrorists of the Quebec Liberation 
Front <FLQ) kidnapped the British 
trade commissioner in Montreal and 
murdered the Quebec provincial 
labour minister, Pierre Laporte. 

The PQ at the time wasbelieved 
n«it<«d to the FLQ because both ad- 
vocated the secession of French- 
speaking Quebec from Canada. But 
last November the PQ won the 
Quebec provincial election and took 
aver the provincial government.

“WE DEEPLY deplore the fact that 
the delegation of the Federal 
Republic of Germany did not abstain 
In the General Assembly vote, as did 
the U.S. and other countries. We ex- 
press this sentiment without, on the 
other hand, endorsing the settlement 
policy of the Israel Government.” 

This is part of the statement Issued 
Is Netanya on Sunday by the 
German-Israel Friendship Society in 
reaction to Friday’s Egyptian- 
sponsored UN resolution, which cen- 
sured Israel for establishing 
settlements In the "occupied 
territories.” (The vote was 131, In- 
cluding West Germany, In favour, 
with seven abstentions; only Israel 
was against). 

Eight board members of the 
Germsa-Israel Friendship Society, 
led by their president, Erik 
Blumenfeld, are here to confer with 
their Israeli -counterparts on new 
ways of strengthening their informa- 
tion work In Germany. 

• "Israel's goals are sadly under- 
represented in Germany,” 
Bhunenf eld told The Fort In an Inter- 


view. “The Arabs with all their 
money have the advantage, and of- 
ficial Israeli information policy 
hasn’t been a great success,” he 
said. "We are completely unofficial 
and there Is a wide gap we could 
usefully an.*’ 

The Gevman society has an 
budget of only about DMlGO.QOO. Half 
of this comes from the fees of the ap- 
proximately 3,000 members, the rest 
from donations. “We are not a rich 
organization,” said Blumenfeld, who 
was elected president this May. “We 
want to broaden our mexnbextirip by mo- 
tivating ‘muHtohcatora,’ people who 
will communicate their Interest In 
Israel to others. But we do not 
engage In propaganda, that would be 
self-defeating,” he stressed. 

The society’s 12 regional branches 
are very Independent and do their 
own programming. This may range 
from inviting Ephraim Klahon, an 
Israeli folklore troupe, the Kibbutz 
Movement Chamber Orchestra, or 
sending speakers to Ugh schools, 
church or trade union groups. The 
Bonn headquarters has a paid staff

of only three: an executive director, 
a youth leader and a secretary. 

The most active branches are la 
the Frankfurt- Wiesbaden area, with 
large groups also In Hamburg, 
Berlin a nd the Cologne- Ducsseldorf 
area.

The society’s bi-monthly bulletin 
runs to an edition of about 4,000. 

Blumenfeld stressed the society's 
efforts to build a *‘people-to-people" 
relationship. He regretted that so 
many of the Germans coming to 
Israel for conferences or as charter 
flight tourists never have a chance of 
meeting Israeli families. Most never 
meet any Israelis except for the 
hotel doorman or their taxi driver. 

Of the 22 men and women on the 
society's board of directors, eight 
are members of the German 
Bundestag. "We would like our 


. sister organization here to attract 
more Knesset Members, so that we 
could have political discussions with 
our counterparts. This would help us 
explain issues such as the West 
Bank, Israel's future frontiers, and 
Geneva to people in Germany who 
ask us questions,” Blumenfeld said. 

He stressed that members of his 
board In their political activities had 
access to members of the German' 
Government. But after this hint at' 
possible political influence, he added 
that “it is not our task to comment on 
the policy of the Israel Government, 
Our statutes only call for the foster- 
ing of friendship and solidarity." 

The reference was to last year’s 
crisis resulting from allegations by 
the Israeli ambassador that the 
society’s manager, Dr. Reiner 
Bernstein, had foiled to cooperate 
with the Israeli authorities and had 


leaned towards a pro— Arab policy. 

When Christian Democratic 
Bundestag deputy Erik. Blumenfeld 
was this May elected to the society’s 
presidency, following Social 
Democrat Heinz Westpbal who bad 
held the office for six years, the 
board decided to refrain In future 
from publicly criticizing the Govern- 
ment to Israel. This led to the 
resignation of a small minority 
group, which favoured a stance per- 
mitting open disapproval of Israel's 
policies.

Erik Blumenfeld. 02, was born in 
Hamburg, which he has represented 
In the Bundestag for the Christian 
Democrats since 1981. He Is also a 
member of the European Parlia- 
ment, sitting In Its Political Com- 
mittee, and Is in the running for the 
Hamburg mayoralty. 


Blumenfeld, Jewish on Us father’s 
side, was brought up as a Protestant. 
In 1039 he was drafted into the Wehr- 
mocht, hut was later kicked out as a 
half-Jew. In 1942 he was arrested by 
the Gestapo and sent to Auschwitz, 
where be spent a year and a half as a 
political prisoner. He was then 
transferred to Buchenwald but es- 
caped shortly before the end of the 
war while being moved from one 
prison In Berlin to another, when the 
city was under Russian attack. 

"When I was In Auschwitz I vowed 
that if I ever came out alive, 2 would 
work to see to It that Germany never 
again became a dictatorship,” he 
related- “Later Z added support of 
Israel to this.” be said.

In late 1975, Pancho and bis 
neighbours — who had by that time 
formed a legal entity they called the 
Union of Settlers — came to an 
agreement with the city govern- 
ment, allowing them to purchase 
, land In the campground. 

A few months later, on January 25, 
1978, a fire that started with the ex- 
plosion of two gas tanka destroyed 
the campground. Pancho narrowly 
. escaped death when a bomb went off 
in his house . 

Five days later, the neighbours 
say. police came to the campground 
looking for Pancho. Another man, 
Miguel Garcia, was shot to death in 
the search, but Pancho escaped. He 
went underground for almost a year. 

He returned last January, but be 
almost never leaves the 
campground. And he never goes' 
anywhere without his "bodyguards" 
— groups of men, women and 
children from the neighbourhood 
who stand watch outside his house 
and follow him wherever he goes, 

There are hundreds of other 
settlements in Mexico City fighting 
expropriation. About 20 of them — 
largely inspired by Pancho — have 
united into the “Urban " Bloc of 
Popular Settlements, “ in an effort to 
get legal title to the land and public 
services.

VIEW FROM THE NORTH / Ya’acov Ardon 


THE WHIRLWIND of the new 
economic policy almost swept away 
the media reports on this week’s 
board of governors' meeting and 
graduation ceremony at Haifa 
University. 

The "Northern University," as It 
has become known, serves a one- 
million population of great diver- 
sity: Jews, Moslems and Christians; 
middle class and underprivileged; 
urban residents, kibbutz members; 
former Jewish refugees from 
Moslem countries in the Middle 
East, and Arab villagers. 

In addition to coping with the 
heterogeneous needs of the 7,000 or 
so students, the university Is 
courageously trying to make do with 
a budget that has steadily shrunk 
during the last three years. 

The rector and temporary presi- 
dent, Prof. Shloxno Breznitz, has 
taken several months away from his 
field (applied psychology) in order 
to steer the academic conglomerate 
between conflicting needs and press- 
ing demands. 

Addressing the graduation 
ceremony for about a thousand 
students, he dwelt on the effects of 
growing economic austerity on 
educational standards. At Haifa U.. 
the number of teachers has dropped 
since 1974 by over 12 per cent, while 
that of the students has gone up by 
about a third. 

"I felt that we had reached the bot- 
tom," said Prof. Breznitz. “It was 
then that my colleagues, the deans 
and heads of schools, came forward 
and volunteered to cut their own 
budgets in the common interest of 
the university — a unique gesture on

HAROLD j. GOLDENBERG 

Leadership 
of integrity 

WITH THE DEATH of Harold J. 
Goldenberg, American Jewry has 
lost one of its most memorable 
leaders. A man of even tempera- 
ment, he could become impassioned 
about subjects involving his inner- 
most convictions. To the alty of 
Minneapolis and to the United 
States, be became known principally 
for his many years of close iden- 
tification with the cause of Israel, 
before and since the State. 

Harold Goldenberg's father had 
trained his sons to identify their own 
best interests with the advancement 
of those of the Jewish people. Thus It 
was natural for Harold to enlist early 
In the enterprises of the Zionist 
movement. When the call came to 
him from the Israel Government to 
undertake the leadership of the 
Israel Investment Centre, he broke 
immediately with the routines of his 
normal business, and went to live in 
Israel and help to accelerate the 
process of private investment in the 
State. 

Harold was also the product of a 
community which had made Jewish 
education one of its prime objec- 
tives. His wife, Zelda. had learned 
Hebrew in the Jewish School which 
was the pride of the city. Her own 
awareness of Jewish obligation 
equalled that of her husband and it 
was one of the sources of his strength 
in all the years that they shared a 
common goal. 

In the early years of the post-war 
United Jewish Appeal, he became 
' widely known in the communities of 
America for his willingness to accept 
assignments, in many scores of 
towns and cities, to help set stan- 
dards of giving that were 
revolutionary. 

theoretical identification with 
the Jewish State was solidified in 
1948 when, after seeing the D.P. 

camps in Europe and escorting the 
refugees into Haifa, he knew at first 
hand the urgency of massive action 
to put foundations under the feet of 
those who were fleeing. 

One of the most remarkable 
phenomena of the post-war period in 
the United States was the emergence 
In the Jewish community of 
leadership away from the great cen- 
tres of Jewish population. It was a 
leadership not based on family or 
wealth or power but on individual 
character, on integrity, on example. 
Harold Goldenberg was the symbol 
of all of these.

their part, and I know how difficult It 
was." 

THE HAIFA UNIVERSITY budget 
runs to n.iagm. this year. About 70 
per cent comes from the govern- 
ment. The rector paid warm tribute 
to "the foresight and wisdom ” of the 
government’s budgeting committee 
which refrains from interfering with 
the way In which the academic in- 
stitutions use the public money they 
get. 

Fortunately, Haifa U. also has 
some generous friends here and 
abroad to help It bridge Its financial 
gap, which amounted to IL20m. this 
year. About $lm., it la hoped, will 
come from friends In America. 
Another million dollars will be need- 
ed. and word has gone out to people 
who have the means to help. 

Last year the university received 
two substantial endowments: the 
Sigmund and Shoshana Strochlltz 
Chair of Holocaust Studies, and the 
Dr. Reuven Hecht Chair of 2Qonism. 
Last Sunday, the Holocaust Studies 
Department awarded its first 
research prize to the Yad Vashem 
Encyclopaedia of Jewish Com- 
munities, "in recognition of its work 
in education, research and public In- 
formation” to perpetuate the 
memory of the six million Jews 
murdered by the Nazis. Sigmund 
Strochlltz, himself a survivor, came 
from the U.S. to present the $8,000 
grant to Dr. Yitzhak Arad, head of 
Yad Vashem. 

At the board of governors' 
meeting, it was unanimously decid- 
ed to make Dr. Israel Goldstein an 
honorary fellow, in tribute to his life 
time's dedication- to- Israel causes; to 
instal Gerahon Avner, an experienc- 
ed diplomat ahdcivfrservant, as the' 
new president; and to grant outgoing 
president, Ellezer Rafaeli, the title 
of chancellor (in recognition of bis 19 
years’ work to torn Haifa University 
from a fledgling college into a solid, 
self-reliant academic Institution. 

FINALLY, a constructive step has 
been taken towards the eventual

merger of the university and the 
-Teehnioas- After-throe years of Inter--* 
mittent negotiations, the reluctant 
partners have agreed on the joint use 
of the Technion’s computer 
facilities. This will save Haifa 
University several millions: and the 
Technlon will not lose either. 

Rector Breznitz comes out une- . 
qui vocally in favour of a merger. 
The university did not start in 196S as 
an organic, natural expansion of the 


Technlon because late-Mayor Abba 
•Khoushy was keen an a university of 
, his own, and he and then-president of 
itbe Technlon, Rav-Aluf Ya’acov 
Dori, disliked one another personally 
and would not even consider a joint 
venture. Today, vested institutional 
interests make moves towards 
merger a slow process. But at least a 
beginning has been made. And finan- 
cial pressures — which are felt on 
both campuses — can be remarkably 
persuasive.

1,000 arrested in 1 
Cairo crime swoop 

CAIRO (Reuter). — Police swooped 
down on criminal strongholds near 
Cairo yesterday and made more 
than 1,000 arrests, a Ministry of 
Interior spokesman said.

81 out of 500 West Bank cars not roadworthy

For the first time the annual 
winter road safety campaign this 
year includes the administered 
areaa'aa welL In the West Bank four 
teams m ade up at traffic testers and 
24 policemen take part In the cam- 
paign. 

In the first eight months of this 
year 77 inhabitants were killed In 
over 600 accidents, while 246 others 
were seriously Injured. The total 
number of casualties exceeded 900. 

Out of the 15,400 vehicles 
registered in the areas, police hope 


to check 5,000 during the three-week 
campaign. There are 329 .licensed 
garages in the West Bank. They 
carry out road teste for a nominal fee 
of IL21 and Issue safety .-window 
stickers. 

Second Inspector (Mefake’ah 
Shenl) Fariouk Amin , a qualified 
road tester from the Bethlehem- 
Hebron district police department,, 
told me that to the first three days of 
the campaign, he and his men in- 
spected over 500 vehicles. Of this 
number, a full 8l had to be taken off 
the road. Their owners had their 
licence suspended temporarily for

driving with faulty brakes, lights, 
steering or other serious defects. 

A factor which hardly restrains 
West Bank traffic vlolaters la that 
during the last decade the p re- 1967 
standard fine of one Jordanian dinar 
for even the most serious violations 
has not been increased. But in many 
other respects the West Bank 
military governor has used his 
authority to raise rates and fees 

above their pre-Six-Day- War levels. 

No explanation has been forthcom- 
ing from the command's spokesman 
for its failure to make the necessary 
legal amendments in this vital field.

The number of traffic accidents in- 
volving pedestrians in Jerusalem 
has risen perceptibly in 1977, but the 
increase is due more to careless 
adults than to defenceless children. 

Municipal officials who met last 
week were concerned over the 
results of a survey showing that 590 
pedestrians were hit by vehicles in 
Jerusalem during the first nine 
months of this year. There were only 
5ii such accidents' in the whole of 
1975 and 501 in 1976. In addition, 
although the total number of persons 
injured in car accidents (including 
passengers and drivers) dipped 
slightly during the nine-month 
period, the number of pedestrian vic- 
tims increased. 

Jerusalem police and traffic ex- 
perts are currently studying ex- 
planations for the fact that half of all 
traffic accidents in the capital In- 
volve pedestrians, compared to 40 
per cent to Haifa and 30 per cent to 
Tel Aviv. 

The moat “popular" streets for 
pedestrian accidents, according to 
the survey, were Jaffa Road (30 
cases), Sderot Herxl and Derech 


Hevron (eight each), Rehov Bezalel 
and Rehov Exnek Ref aim (six each) 
and Sderot Herzog (three). These 
trouble centres are being looked at to 
determine whether .planning mlo- 
■ takes were the cause of these ac- 
cidents. 

The information effort in 
Jerusalem schools on how to cross 
streets appear* to be working, accor- 
ding to city officials. Statistics show 
a decrease in the number of 
youngsters of school age involved in 
accidents, especially those oc- 
curring at intersections regulated by 
traffic lights. As more of these 
"mechanical policemen" are Install- 
ed, the number of accidents falls (if 
the lights are working, at least). 

Reckless adults who saunter 
across busy streets without looking 
both ways first are the main 
problem, traffic experts conclude. 
One solution is to build more under- 
passes and pedestrian bridges, 
which cost about II Am. each. The 
municipality has agreed "to prin- 
ciple" to erect bridges in Talplot, 
and across Rehov Ylrmiyahu and 
Sderot Herzog.

TEL AVIV. — A dispute has 
developed between some 1,000 
motorists who ordered new cars and 
the importers. The question is 
whether a customer may cancel his 
order because of the New Economic 
Policy. 

People who ordered new cars, but 
whose vehicles did not clear customs 
by last Friday, may have to pay up 
to 25 per cent more than the original 
price. As a result of this situation 
some customers want to cancel their 
orders. 

Arye Curasao, the president of the 
Auto Importers Association, told The 
Post that the contract a customer 
signs when he orders a car doeB not 
contain any clause allowing him to 
cancel it unilaterally. 


Officials of the ^Consumers Coun- 
cil, the Transport Ministry and the 
Ministry of Industry, Commerce and 
Tourism, on the other hand, told The 
Post that customers can cancel their 
orders. 

Carasso emphasized that dealers 
cannot cancel orders, since they can- 
not send cars back abroad. Because 
of the large sums involved to buying 
new cars now, same importers might 
go bankrupt if they had to take back 
orders. 

He also said that he did not unders- 
tand why either the customer or the 
importer had to be the victim of the 
NEP. Since only about 1,000 buyers 
were Involved, the Government 
should be flexible towards this 
group.

The 
city fathers maintain that "money 
will be no object" to the campaign to 
reduce accident dangers caused by 
misleading traffic signs and the lack 
Of dividers and fences.

Safety: action needed 

The road safety scene is surveyed by 
YITZHAK OKED, who finds much remiss, 
but suggests a remedy of his own. 


Just like the weather, it seems that 
many people talk about preventing 
traffic accidents, but nobody seems 
to be doing much about it. 

On the average two persons are 
killed, to traffic here every day; 
another ten are seriously Injured and 
about 50 suffer slight Injuries. The 
annual loss in property and working 
days is estimated at IL2.5b. 

Today there are a number of 
government and public 
organisations dealing with traffic ac- 
cidents. All of them claim that they 
are under-staffed and do not have 
enough funds to do their job. 

Of all our Transport Ministers, 
Gad Ya’acoU of the last Administra- 
tion, was the most accident-minded. 
He tried to cut down on the blight, 
but like many other of his projects, 
this one too seemed to fizzle out 

towards the end. One example of this 
was his Idea for quick evacuation of 
' accident victims. 

The first stage of his plan called 
for setting up emergency telephones 
every two kilometres on the coastal 
road from Hadera to Tel Aviv with a 
direct line to the Magen David Adorn 
Comm uni cations centre. The plan 
also called for ambulances manned 
by a doctor and a nurse to patrol this 
stretch of road. 

It took more than twice as long as 
planned to set up the special phones. 
And that is where the project 
stopped. TUI today the telephone 
lines have not been extended, either 
east, south, west, or north. No 
special ambulances patrol the roads. 

The police research department 
didn't initiate any projects on acci- 
dent prevention during the last year. 

The police have the manpower to In- 
vestigate accidents, but they seem to 
be short of staff to enforce traffic 
laws. Of the approximately one 
million traffic tickets handed out last 
year, 70 per cent were for illegal 
parking. Only the remaining 30 per 
cent were for moving offences. 

As In the controversy over organis- 


ed crime, some of the blame is put 
not on the police, but on the courts. 
The claim Is that judges are too 
lenient with traffic offenders. 

The chairman of the National 
Council tor the Prevention of Ac- 
cidents, Judge Shlomo Lowenberg, 
denies this. He said recently that 
penalties today are as high as a IL3,- 
000 fine and up to a year in prison. He 
puts the blame on the police, saying 
that the traffic laws are sot en- 
forced. 

Having to appear to a traffic court 
just doesn't carry the same stigma 
a s* being summoned before a 
criminal court. 

Nathan Tel-Nir, the secretary of 
the National Council, believes that 
the Israeli driver still has much to 
learn. He is a "pusher," who always 
tries to be first in line; he zig-zags 
from lane to lane, keeping moat of 
the time to the left lane; he holds 
racing contests between traffic 
lights. 

Another field to which due to too 
many government agencies nothing 
is being done, is the lowering of taxes 
on automobile spare parts. The 
Ministries of Industry. Transport 
and Finance are all responsible for 
the present standstill on this subject. 
Gad Ya’acohi tried to lower taxes on 
spare parts related to car safety, but 
without much success. 

Because of the high prices of spare 
parts_ and garage services, many 
drivers do not service their cars, 
allowing them to become rolling 
road hazards. 

It seems that the moat logical 
remedy would be the formation of an 
inter- ministerial committee to take 
full reaponsibllity for road safety. A 
large budget for this committee 
should not be a problem, since 
drivers are "milked" through the high 
prices they pay far their petrol and 
all the taxes connected with their 
car. Of these amounts only a small 
percentage is returned to drivers in 
the form of services. 


Change your oil — every year or every 80,000 km. 


LOS ANGELES. — One goal of the 
U.S. automobile Industry's major 
redesign and re-engineering 
programme for all its oars by 2983 is 
to reduce the amount of scheduled 
maintenance required — even oil 
changes. 

Our aim is to eliminate all normal 
owner-performed maintenance dur- 
ing a car's first 80.000 kms, a Ford 
Motor Company spokesman said. 

Exactly when that goal will be 
achieved depends on the develop- 
ment at new-lasting motor cxH ad- 
ditives and other equipment. But 
cars of the 1980s will be practically 
maintenance-free. 


Tuneup intervals for all 1973 Ford 
cars was about 19,000km. That will 
be lengthened to 48,000 km on the 
four-cylinder engines with manual 
transmission, ail V~6s and most V-8s 
in 1978. As improvements are made 
in motor oils and sparkplugs in the 
next few years, the aim Is to remove 
all scheduled maintenance before 
80.000 km. 

But there Is one hitch. “We may 
have to put a time limit on it," the 
spokesman said. “It may have to be 
80.000 km or one year, whichever oc- 
curs first, because some items need 
attention after a certain amount of 
time."

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The media and the message 
— and the mistakes 


PEOPLE IN AUTHORITY, being only human, would rather he 
lauded than lambasted. In moat countries today they can, if they 
so desire, escape reproach by banning its expression, and by 
arranging for their own chorus of approbation. It is supposed to 
be different In the few democracies still left. 

The fierce reaction of leaders of the government to the 
criticism levelled at their new economic policy therefore comes 
as a bit of a surprise. 

Firmly convinced of its economic necessity and moral purity, 
they tend to view every barb hurled at the programme unveiled 
last Friday as though it were tipped with political animus, and 
every reporting of such a barb on radio and television as part of 
an Alignment conspiracy. 

Already on Saturday night, Mr. Begin took umbrage at the 
fact that his television address to the nation on the benefits of 
the reform, had been prefaced with the reading of a news item 
about a demonstration held in front of his home. The Prime 
Minister upbraided the hapless announcer, and would hot 
accept the news editor's reasonable explanation that his job was 
to report the news as it came. 

He followed this up with a harangue against the electronic 
media at a meeting of the Likud Knesset faction on Tuesday 
night. The result was a stiff letter to Education and Culture 
Minister Hammer, asking him in effect to exercise his powers 
so as to put an end to the "almost hostile" attitude of radio and 
television to the government. 

The allegation is a pure figment of authoritarian imagination. 

- During the past five days the government has had all the time it 
could possibly ask for in order to put its case — “the good news" 

— to the people. If it failed to persuade everyone, and prevent a 
rash of strikes and demonstrations — "the bad news” — that 
can hardly be the fault of the broadcasters. 

The worst charge that can be laid at the door of the 
newscasters is that they tended, as always, to accentuate the 
newsworthy, even if it was negative. This may be considered 
somewhat unfortunate, and in fact previous governments also 
bad occasion to voice their displeasure at the practice, though 
hardly ever with such vehemence. 

In any case, the only corrective can be the kind of pervasive 
control from which Mr. Begin and Mr. Ehrlich claim to have 
just rescued the Israel economy. 

Rather than try to muzzle the media, the government leaders 
might do well to search their souls — or, better yet, the original 
blueprints on their drawing boards. They might then discover 
that they had simply neglected to take due account of some 
material -facts. 

The most obvious example is th efaux pas over the new value 
added tax on foreign travel which, it was immediately found 
out. could easily be evaded. Thus instead of winning a public 
relations coup by outright removal of the old travel tax. the 
government had to backtrack, red-faced, and to all appearances 
under pressure from outside factors — international airline s 
and the International Monetary Fund. 

The most grievous mistake, though, was the apparent 
assumption that the new programme would, after some initial 
hesitancy, command overwhelming popular support, and that 
its critics could be shamed for playing politics with the nation's 
welfare. 

The refusal of the two Sephardi cabinet ministers to go along 
with Mr. Ehrlich should have served as a warning signal. If it 
did not, the Finance Minister has only himself to blame. 

It is true, of course, that the Histadrut, with Mr. Meshel at its 
head, has been doing its utmost to whip up workers' resistance 
to the new policy; and that the groundswell of opposition is 
calculated to aid the Alignment politically. But it is by no means 
certain that Mr. Meshel is, by and large, more leading than be- 
ing led by the workers themselves. 

The government has already staged a partial retreat by In- 
dicating that it would provide special compensation for the 
price rises not only to social welfare cases but also to very low 
income groups — which just happen to he a Likud constituency. 
But it still has to give the slightest sign that it intends to make 
capital, and not labour alone, render a due contribution to the 
country's hard-pressed economy. 

What the great mass of the nation's employees, who depend 
on their monthly paychecks for livelihood, has so far been 
offered is patriotic sermons and -sham assurances that real 
-wages will not be affected by the new policy. Mr. Ehrlich will 
have to do better if he wishes Mr. Meshel to cooperate, as he 
should. 
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U.S. POLICY towards Israel is not 
based on moral commitment, as 
many Israelis and their supporters 
believed until recently. Nor Is it per- 
manently committed to a settle- 
ment, as some peace partisans hope. 

Despite President Carter’s 
morallsm, and the partial effec- 
tiveness of the pro-Israel lobby in 
Washington, UJS. foreign policy is 
still determined by what America's 
top politicians, experts and 
businessmen see as their country's 
best interest 

Their views are institutionalized in 
the Council on Foreign Relations, the 
meeting-place for the foreign policy 
elite since 1917, and in the U.S. sec- 
tion of the Trilateral Commission, 
formed In 1973 — at the initiative of 
David Rockfeller — to coordinate 
policy planning by U.S., Japanese 
and Western European leaders. 

(It is significant that National 
Security Adviser Zbigniew 
Brzezlnski and Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance are members of the 
Trilateral Commission. So are Vice- 
President Walter Mondale . Defence 
Secretary Harold Brown. Treasury 
Secretary Michael Blumenthal, UN 
Ambassador Andrew Young, a band- 
ful of assistant secretaries, a 
number of President Carter’s top ad- 
visers, and Carter himself. Most of 
the others were members before 
Carter’s ascendancy, and it could 
even be said that Carter -r-a relative 
political newcomer — was at least in- 
formally selected as this circle’s 
candidate for president.) 

Absolute consensus exists In the 
U.S. foreign policy establishment as 
to the general goal of assuring its 
country’s influence over as wide an 
area as possible, to secure markets 
and areas for investment. But the 
complexities of international politics 
and business create a number of con- 
flicting pressures. 

Axloxnatically, U.S. interest Is 
seen as opposed to Socialist and even 
left-leaning regimes, which Interfere 
with American companies’ profits.

The Soviet Union and Its allies are 
the most consistent supporters of 
anti-American regimes, and thus the 
most dangerous enemies. . 

But detente, besides its major 
benefit to all sides in contributing to 
the prevention of a world war, brings, 
badly-needed trade advantages to' 
the West, and some think it may 
even serve to slow down processes of 
social change In some areas of the 
globe. 

Calling for more political and per- 
sonal freedom is an important 
propaganda weapon against "un- 
friendly" governments, but it Is 
liable to undermine relations with 
other totalitarian states that happen 
to be allies. U.S. economic Interests 
prefer the subjugation of un- 
derdeveloped peoples, whose natural 
resources and labour can then be 
cheaply exploited. But If pursued too 
long, such a policy Increases the 
likelihood of revolutionary ferment 
and harms chances far Installing & 
more Independent, but still 
cooperative, regime. The U.S. is 
often in clear competition with other 
major capitalist powers. But a cer- 
tain amount of cooperation, in- 
volving some U.S. concessions, can 
strengthen their collective hand in 
bargaining with the socialist and the 
underveloped world.

THE U.S. role in. the Trilateral Com- 
mission deserves a closer look, u tt 
«inn h«a an effect bn Middle .East 
policy. Since -1967, Japan and 
Europe, much more dependent on 
Arab oil thanthe U-S-, have shown 
greater “sympathy" for Arab and 
Palestinian national demands. 

TheU-S. found it much easier than 
‘either of its allies to weather the 
price rises of 1973-74. Its b al an ce-of- 
paymenta suffered much less, and 
the American-dominated petroleum 
industry benefited tremendously, 
together with the rulers of the oil 
producing- countries. But this oc- 
curred against -the background of a 
decade of harsh competition with 
European and Japa nese industry, 
which were 'more modern (having 
been almost totally rebuilt after 
World War U) and enjoyed cheaper 
labour. The “dollar crisis" of the 
early 1976s dramatized the U.S’s loss 
of absolute predominance In the 
capitalist world. 

The “all crisis," which partially 
reversed this trend, enhanced U.S. 
bargaining power in working out the 
provisions of what has become the 
Trilateral strategy. The U.S. throws 
is weight behind the Europeans and 
Japanese in frying to keep the price 
of oil down, while the latter are more 
forthcoming in granting trade 
benefits to the U.S. in other areas, 
and helping to hold up the dollar's 
value. Together, these powers try to 
organize world production and com- 
merce to their common benefit, 
employing a generally “enlightened, 
progressive’' policy towards the un- 
derdeveloped world. They try to 
avoid direct intervention and con-
